Mr, McDonald, who is now an as- 
sociate editor of The New York 
Times, said Secretary of State Cor- 
del] Hull's proposal for refugee aid 
had brought “assurance that the 
principles of religious and political 
freedom are still prized by men”. | 

He warned, however, that emi- | 
gration was no solution to the 
problem and that it must be tack- 
led at its source. Then came his

Passover Prayer 
Asks Divine Aid 
For Oppressed

NEW YORK—A Passover pray- 
er of supplication asking heavenly 
help for “a world that is very sick 
and whose pains Israel is especially 
made to feel” will be read in Jew- 
ish synagogues and _ temples 
throughout the country on the Sab- 
bath before Passover, Friday even- 
ing, April 8th, and Saturday morn- 
ing, April 9th. The prayer, which 
was written “with great sorrow in 
our hearts’, by a Committee of the 
Synagogue Council of America, the 
united voice of all shades of rab- 
binical and lay spiritual authority 
in the United States, asks deliver- 
ance, as in Biblical times, for “the 
large numbers of our brethren in 
other lands, in these times of dark- 
ness and stress.” 

Issued by Dr. Elias Margolis of 
Mt, Vernon, Chairman of the Syn- 
agogue ‘Council, the prayer was 
written by a committee composed 
of Dr. Samuel Schulman, rabbi 
emelitus of Temple Emanu-El 
New York, chairman; Dr. Elias 
Solomon, rabbi of Congregation 
Shaare Zedek, New York, and Dr, 
Leo Jung, rabbi of the Jewish Cen- 
ter of New York. It will be read 
in the regular services preceding 
the prescribed prayer for the Unit- 
ed States govenment, 

The Synagogue Council’s “com 
stituent paits comprise the three 
rabbinical and lay groups repre- 
senting Reform, Conservative and 
Orthodox Judaism in America, The 
organizations are: Central Confer- 
ence of American Rabbis and the 
Union of American Hebrew Con- 
gregations, Reform groups; Rab- 
binical Assembly of America and 
the United Synagogue of America, 
Conservative group; and Rabbin-

Even ten years ago anything 
which perambulated on four wheels 
was good enough. But Tel Aviv be- 
gan to spread. Streets were really 
streets. Baby had to get around a 
bit. But like everything else in Te] 
Aviv, prams were rough and ready. 
One did not worry about the ma- 
terial of the hood or the mechan- 
ism of the wheels. As long as the 
wheels went around both manu- 
facturer and mother, and probably 
baby too were more than satisfied. 

Personality In Color. 

But what changes have been 
wrought, especially during the past 
year! Even the color tastes of the 
mothers are taken into serious 
consideration. We were told that 
grey, although most practical, is 
‘far from being a favorite. Only the 
unimaginative choose grey. White 
and yellow stand at the top of the 
list. “Those colors express the per- 
sonality of the city,” solemnly ex- 
plained our manufacturer. 

About seven months ago, two 
revolutionary changes were made. 
Springs and axles were added to 
the chassis. This prevents His 
Majesty the Baby from jogging, 
quiets his nerves, aids his digestion, 
makes his hair curl, and, in gen- 
eral, gives him the proper psycho- 
logical approach to the vicissitudes 
of the life into which he has just 
been so rudely catapulted.

In Reich ‘Out'}

forced three out of every four Jew. 
ish lawyers to leave the bar singe 
January, 1933. According to of. 
ficial statistics just released, there 
remain 1,700 Jews, among the 17, 
360 lawyers now practising 
throughout the Reich, When Hit. 
ler assumed power five years ago, 
Jewish lawyers numbered about 
7,000. 

Viewed in terms of “Aryaniza. 
tion,” there is no question of the 
signal victory achieved in the legal 
field by the National Socialist 
Party. With Jewish lawyers drop- 
ping out at the current rate of 
about 500° a year, it will only be 
a short time before the profession 
is almost 100 per cent “Aryanized.” 
But if what the Nazis wanted—and 
many of their leaders have so de 


'clared themselves—was to give an 


“Aryan” a job for every one lost 
by a Jew, then their achievement 
in the legal profession has been 
less impressive. 

The fact is that while 5,300 Jew- 


|ish attorneys have been driven out 


of their profession in the last five 
years, the total number of lawyers 
throughout the Reich has also de 
creased by at least 3,000. It is evi- 
dent that some 2,300 Jewish attor- 
news have not been replaced by 
“Aryans” or anyone else, but have 
simply disappeared from the legal 
scene. 

Informed observers read into 
these figures not only the wreck- 
ing of Jewish participants in the 
profession, but a decline in the pro 
fession as a whole since the Nazis 
came into power. While no exact 
statistics are available as to the 
earning power of lawyers, there is 
reason to believe that with many 
of them, business is poor and be 
coming poorer.

Jewish Farmer, 66, 
No. 1 Dairyman

SEATTLE, Wash.—A _ goateed, 
hoarse-voiced, 6 foot tall man 
whose shrewd blue eyes look at you 
through steel-rimmed glasses and 
who looks 15 years younger than 
his 66 years, today is the state’s 
No. 1 dairy farmer. 

He is Alex Sender, who was 
Seattle’s first Jewish milkman 17 
years ago and who today is the new 
owner of the 535-acre Hollywood 
Farms near Woodinville, the state’s 
largest dairy farm and famed 
throughout the nation as a model 
farm and showplace, 


Two years ago, at 64, Mr. Sender 
was tested for an insurance policy. 
He passed, pronounced by the ex- 
amining doctor as “unusually fit.’ 

All his teeth are his own, His 
step is vigorous, his conversation 
animated. He still gets up at 4 
a.m., every morning—at 66! 

An observant Jew, he has 
never missed a day “davening,’’ he 
tells you. He’s proud that this 
year his prize cows—there were 100 
cows on the farm and he is adding 
200 more cows from his 180-acre 
farm near Kent to the herd—will 
furnish Passover milk to Seattle 
Jewry this year, 

Mr. Sender comes from three 
generations of farmers. He was 
|born on his father’s farm near 
Odessa, Russia. His father was a 
farmer, too, 

The tall, erect farmer is no coun- 
try hick, though he’s bought and 
traded cows since he was a youth 
in his teens, knows the feel of the 
hot sun burning down on his back 
as he plowed a field, has slept in 
the open fields on his cow-trading 
expeditions in Russia. 

This farmer wears a wristwatch, 
talks glibly of butterfat content, 
farmers’ associations, contracts and 
mortgages. He is dressed impec-

The murmur of discontent, which up until now 
has been voiced only in private conversations, has 
swelled into open and forthright criticism.
